The Doylostown llepublican says that the 


meeting of the committee appointed to revise 
the system of nominating Republican candi- 
dates in (Us county will rueet on Monday 
next to prepare the final report to be sub- 
mitted to the County Committee upon the 
lollowing Monday, May 15.

The Hatchery Open. 


The shad hatchery opened last Wednesday 


night for the season, when Superintendent 
John P. Creveling received a lot of the shad 
spawn from Havre de Grace, on the Susque- 
hanna. 
The shad aud spawn are plentiful 


this year. The men ave gathering more at 
the Havre de Grace hatchery than can be 
accommodated and have already since last 
Wednesday sent over 8,000,000 eggs to the 
Bristol hatchery. 


The total output of the hatchery in 
1898, 


when Mr. Creveling was here before, was 
only 11,000,000 for the season, but this sea- 
son lhat figure will be more than doubled. 
No eggs will be secured in the Delaware 
river this year except at the Riverton fish- 
eries, where the eggs are loaded on the train 
aud broughl to Builington and from there 
to Bristol, thus dispensing with a steam 
launch, which would be necessary to visit the 
different fisheries. 


The first lot secured from Riverton was on 


Tuesday when about 300,000 were gathered. 
The first shipment of the young shad fry 
was a lot of 500,000 to Belvidere on Monday 
and 600,000 to the Water Gap on Tuesday. 
Thomas Haines, of the Allentown station, 
has charge oi all the shipping. Visitors are 
welcome at the hatchery, and Mr. Creveling 
takes great interest in explaining his me- 
chanical way of making shad of the little 
eggs.
